“The Commissloner wants every rotaller
handiing ceronl gooda to understand that
the atocka In every part of the Stats are
to be thoroughly simpled and sent to
State College for n sclentifio axamination,
and that whenever contamination by
bugs, slugs and the llke v detected pros-
ecutions will be Instltuted and vigorously
proasnd.’’
